west wall is the end of the great lines in World 
W ar IL While the Gothic line in Italy still is a 
factor in th* fighting there, It could be shattered 
with a fraction of the trem endous power loosed 
in France. 
The fact Is, however, ilia! the fallacy of static 
defenses is not so much military as political. 
Militarily, 
such 
lines 
perform 
their 
function. 
which is to provide defense up to the point 
which an opponent concentrates enough power to 
break them. Thus, the original purpose of the 
W est Wall was to offset th# Allies’ Inferior strik ­ 
ing power in the west while Germany attacked 
Russia; 
that 
purpose 
was 
satisfied. 
No 
one 
knows better then the German generals 
that 
the Allies now have striking power of such mag- 
nttude that their western defenses have ouly 
nut lane# valua. 
But politicians cannot afford to be realistic 
about such things. French politicians in 194u, 
like German politicians now, could not tell their 
people th# tru th ; the people wanted to believe 
In the Maglnot line. The fault is not confined to 
Europeans, tith er. Americans warned to believe 
Pearl Harbor was unassailable, and it will be 
many a long year before they recover from the 
shock of discovering 
that Japan 
had 
massed 
enough striking power to offset it temporarily aa 
the key to our Pacific defense. The breaching of 
the West Wall, however Important ii may be 
from a military standpoint, will be twice a* im 
portant in Its political effect inside Germany.

* ' will settle down to a construc­ 
tive national existence without fur­ 
ther revolution end civil war. he

''I'H E last remaining island obstacles to direct

Philippines have been cleared, or by passed. It 
is probable the attack will occur in the near 
future 
When it happens, and after it has sue 
ceeded, the United Slates will have 
paid its 
price for a generation of folly. 
The last aet In. the folly came to a climax 
at the beginning of the last decade, when eon 
tre s s yielded to a weird combination of sugar 
lobbies, other commercial pressure groups and 
its resurgent Democratic m em bership after the 
1932 election and confronted President Hoover I 
with an independence bill for the Philippines. Mr. I 
Hoover's veto was over ridden in both houses. 
with Republican m em bers about equally divided ' 
but Democrats steaiu-rolling hun into submission 
by votes of 191 to I in the house and 45 to I iii 
the senate. The resulting act thereupon wa# re : 
Jected by the Philippines legislature in October, 
1933—largely on the argument that the Demo- I 
erat*, who had advocated independence for the 
islands in their platform in 1932, would grant J 
more favorable term s under Presldnet Roosevelt. 
Mr. Roosevelt, in a special message to congress I 
in March, 1934 
urged abandonm ent of all mill- I 
(ary bases in the Philippines as a further con­ 
cession. Congress passed a new bill, the Tydlug* 
McDuffie art, which 
Mr, Roosevelt signed on 
March 24 aud 
which the Philippines accepted 
on May I 
Under this act, the Islands were to 
have complete independence after a 10-year tran ­ 
sitional period, with the United Stutes pledged to 
•bandon its military bases and with the question 
of two naval buses, Olongapo aud Ce vile, left 
hanging fire. At the request of the late President 
Quezon, Gen. Douglas A. M acArthur was given 
permission to organize a defense for the Philip­ 
pines, and this project, begun in 1936 with publi­ 
cation of a detailed plan, was carried on to the 
best of the general's ability until the beginning of 
the war with Japan revealed that the Philippines, 
cut off by the successful attack at Pearl Harbor, 
could not be held against the Japanese, who had 
watched for m any y e ars—and no doubt with a 
great deal of cynical pleasure—the h a lfh earted 
and fumbling attem p ts of the United States to 
do som ething sensible about them.

But these a ren ’t the real pyro 
technics that are expected to keep 
congress blowing off until it is re ­

Because the end of the w ar in 
Europe still is uncertain and be­ 
cause elections are so near, m em ­ 
bers of congress won t discuss the 
real dynam ite at all, but here it is: j 
Sometime between now and Dec. ! 
31, congress has to decide w hether < 
rationing will be continued and for 
how long and on what products. 
On 
that 
date, 
rationing 
ends 
autom atically unless congress con- j 
Unties It. There is a provision to 
extend it for a year incorporated 
in the extension of the second war J 
powers act. 
W hen that comes up. special In- ! 
telesis will be in there fighting to 
get 
the 
bars 
dropped 
on

particular products 
Members of I 
congress 
whose constituents 
are 
so vitally affected will take up the 
fight. 
Also before the first of the year, 
congress has to decide w hether the 
control over the distribution and 
allocation of raw m aterials will be I 
continued. 
To put an end to the intricate 
system of priorities would be vir­ 
tually to put an end to the w ar I 
production board 
How ever 
if the war in E u ro p e, 
is over, observers her® think that 
the pressure to do that very thing 
would be considerable. 
Most gueses here now are that 
the 
rationing 
of 
gasoline, 
tires, j 
cars, fuel oil, coal and some foods I 
will he continued: that WTB won't 
be dropped but that its activities 
may 
be 
considerably 
curtailed;

price controls as soon as it seems 
feasible. 
However, when the war In Eur­ 
ope ends, the pressure to throw off 
restrictions on nearly all produc­ 
tion. distribution and prices is ex 
pected to reach a new high 
The price, rent and salary con­ 
trol acts don't expire until the end 
of the next fiscal year. June 30. 
and the 78th congress is relieved 
of the burden of acting on those, 
but with rationing and priorities, 
It will have Its hands full.

H ardly anyw here In the country 
Is there a Democratic

regulars of his party. 
Only in a few small and Isolated 
districts can the support of th® 
CIO and the left wing groups be 
enough. There are a few of such 
districts, chiefly In large cities. 
But there is no whole state and 
only a very few congress districts 
in which a Democratic candidate 
can expect to win without the fair­
